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I. THE EMBASSY HAS ACQUIRED WHAT IS ALMOST CERTAINLY ANOTHER 
FORCEO LETTER FROM THE POLISH CONSULATE GENERAL IN NEW YORK. 
THIS' LETTER WAS SENT TO MISS 802ENA BlOGOWSKA. BORN AUGUST 21. 
1956, IN PR2YSUCHA-RAOOM, POLAIIO. IN OECEMBER, 1376. BlOCOWSKA 
WAS REFUSEO A VISA TO VISIT HER UNCLE. WLAOTSLAW RAOOMSKI OF 
2639 W. 2STH STREET. CHICAGO, ILLINOIS 60605. THE

THE CONSULATE CENERAl OF THE PPR IN NEW YORK INFORMS YOU THAT, ’ 
UPON THE REQUESS OF MR. WLAOYSLAW RADOMSKI, A RESIOENT OF CHICAGO, 
WE REQUESTED THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE IN WASHINGTON TO RESCINO THE 
DECISION TO REFUSE YOU A U.S. ENTRY VISA. IT WAS BROUGHT TO 
THE ATTENTION OF THE AMERICAN SIOE THAT REFUSING YOU A VISA IS A 
VIOLATION OF THE CSCE HELSINKI ACCOROS, WHICH WERE SlGNEO BY 
BOTH SIDES. 

AFTER EXAMINING THE MATTER IN THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE, THE 
AMERICAN AUTHORITIES RECOCNI2EO THE PREVIOUS DEC I SION OF CONSUL 
RICHARO H. MILTON AS UNJUST AND INJURIOUS TO YOU ANO HAVE 
GIVEN YOU THE RIGHT TO ENTER THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

IN CONNECTION WITH THE ABOVE. WE ASK YOU TO PRESENT YOURSELF AS 
SOON AS POSSIBLE AT THE CONSULAR SECTION OF THE AMERICAN EMBASSY 
IN WARSAW TO RECEIVE THE VISA. A COPY OF THIS LETTER HAS BEEN 
SENT TO THE CONSULAR SECTION OF THE AMERICAN EMBASSY IN WARSAW.

THE U.S. POSTMARK IS IDENTICAL TO THAT BORNE eY THE PREVIOUS 
LETTERS. INCLUDING THE ILLEGIBILITY OF THE TIME SUMP. IT IS 
ALSO NOTEWORTH* THAT THE STATIONERY UPON WHICH THE LETTER IS 
WRITTEN BEARS IMPRESSIONS AT THE TOP AND BOTTOM INDICATING IT 
MAY HAVE BEEN USED AS A BACK-UP SHEET FOR ANOTHER LETTER.
